Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it is not persuasive. Applicants argue that the 
reference is inapplicable because the ink receiving layer of the reference may be opaque. The reference discloses an indicia receptive 
layer and specifically appears to disclose embodiments where the layer is opaque and translucent. However, applicants' claim 1 1 does 
not set forth that the ink receiving layer is transparent. The reference appears to have structure consistent with claim 11, i.e. a 
transparent base that is embossed and metallized on one surface, and an indicia receptive coating on the other surface, specifically 
disclosed as either opaque or translucent. Applicants' ink receptive layer is not required to be opaque and according to the specification 
may contain opaque fillers to the extent that the object of the invention is not hindered. 
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
